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DEATH OF SISTER CLARA D. YOUNG.

There is another question, also, which is at present agitating the people of 
the United States, and, taken altogether, it is one of the gravest and most 
difficult that has ever been thrust upon the attention of American statesmen. 
Some of these have given the problem considerable study; but no one, thas 
far, has been able to offer a satisfactory solution of it. But the question ‘is 
one which will not brook a great deal of delay for speculation or theorizing 
on the part of anyone. If American legislators can not solve it peaceably, it 
will solve itself in tempests of death and destruction, and rivers of bloed. 
We refer to the race question in the South. Already the loud mutterings of 
the approaching storm have burst forth distinctly in Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Georgia, and other sections of the Union. In the first-named State aecret 
societies have also been instituted, which are terrorizing the citizens who are 
more peaceably inclined. At one of the principal cities of Louisiana large 
numbers of negro laborers have been notified that they must emigrate, and 
the planters, who rely upon colored labor very largely, are making strenuous 
efforts to suppress these lawless efforts. The members of these Southern 
societies call themselves Regulators,” and the object of the organisation is 
to assert the supremacy of the white race; but the negro is just as unwilling 
to be abused or deprived.of his acquired rights, or [slaughtered by the whites, 
as the latter are to be dominated by the blacks, and thus it may readily be 
seen that a stupendous race war is impending, and one, too, in which exter- 
mination will, apparently, be the watchward. That the remarks which we 
have made are founded on a real, not imaginary danger, is manifest from the 
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declatations of American statesmen. For instance, the Hon. J. L. M. Curry, 
late minister to Spain, in a recent address to the Georgia Legislature said:

While the disorders that we have mentioned are, perhaps, the worst that 
now afflict the people of the United States, they are not the only ones. The 
following remarks from the Zvanston News, show that the young men of 
America have, generally, an unreasonable disinclination to fit themselves for 
the responsibilities and duties of industrial life.

According to these statements, there must be vast numbers of young men 
in the United States who have no knowledge of any of the arts or sciences by 
which an honest livelihood may be securely earned. They are turned out 
into the world to live by their wits, which, at best, is a precarious method of 
providing a necessary subsistence; and with the first great wave of financial 
disaster which shall sweep across that country, multitudes of these idlers, 
finding their wits no longer serviceable to gain even a miserable livelihood, 
will be compelled to join the criminal ranks in order to subsist at all. But it 
is unnecessary to pursue these doleful reflections any further. The facts 
which we have presented, relative to the condition of society in the United 
States, are all so ominous, that the humblest of our readers may easily inter- 
pret the significance which they portend for the future of America. : 

This state of affairs has been accurately foretold in the prophecies whieh

Dear Brother, — Knowing the inter- 
est you take in the Elders’ work, I 
esteem it a pleasure to give you a 
brief account of our laburs in the 
south-west part of Pembrokesbire. 

In July, 1887, I spent a month in 
obtaining a record of my progenitors.
